Deputy sheriffs said they had 


been called to the Leith home sev- 
eral times to coax Bobby from un- 
der the porch where he had taken 
refuge from his step-father.

• Ohio has established public-as- 


•istance plan* for aid to the needy 
aged, the needy blind, and depend- 
ent children which, with Federal 
aid, provide a regular income to 
individuals unable to provide for 
themselves. In September an esti- 
mated 84,000 aged received assist- 
ance at a total cost of $2,846,000, 
and it is estimated that, under the 
recently approved plans for aid to 
the needy blind and to dependent 
children, 30,000 children and 4,000 
blind persons will be eligible for 
assistance. 
Approximately one- 


half the cost of aid to the aged 
and the blind and one-third the 
cost of aid to dependent children 
is paid by the

Since the state began coopera- 


tion with the Federal Government 
under the terms of the Socar Se- 
curity Act, a total of $6,406,711 
in Federal funds has come to Ohio 
to aid it in providing old-age as- 
sistance. Federal aid has made it 
possible for Ohio to provide much 
n->ore adequately for its needy aged 
citizens than would be possible out 
of state and local funds alone. 


Still further benefits are open 


to Ohio under the Social Security 
Act.

SKILLED MEN NEEDED 


TPTITH a. boom in building construction 
^ looming, it is now reported that in the 
building trades the shortage of competent 
-workers is so acute that the average age in 
he skilled carpentry trade is more than 
fifty years. The shortage of skilled work- 
men is a subject listed for discussion at the 
fall board meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 


.During the depression boys did not learn 


how to use tools because there was not 
enough work for those who already knew 
to use them. Because for six years there 
has been little replacement from below in 
the ranks of skilled labor, there is now a 
shortage, although millions 
are 
unem- 


ployed. 


Industry must revive and encourage ap- 


prenticeship as a matter of self-preserva- 
tion, for it is still true that the skilled work- 
men set the pace and maintain the stand- 
ards of industry. There has been talk of 


* using NYA money for training young men 
in the trades. This would, however, be a 
poor substitute for the practical training 
of apprenticeship. In learning a trade there 
is no better method than by working at it 
under the strict schooling of necessity and 
other men's experience. 


GOOD MANNERS ERA RETURNS 


'A WHILE back—not far back either- 
*"^ there was a disposition among educa- 
tors to allow the largest possible measure 


oof liberty to children in the matter of per- 


sonal conduct in order to create in them a 
^desirable spirit of independence and initia- 
' tive. 


Conservative observers of that trend in 


pedagogy expressed doubts from the be- 
ginning with respect to its wisdom and we 
now have got around to a different view- 
point. College heads and public school 
principals are this year pleading for bet- 
ter manners in the classrooms, on the play- 
grounds, at home and in public places. Such 
an attitude must naturally be founded on 
thoughtfulness for others. 


There is scarcely any doubt that more 


may be accomplished towards subsequent 
success in life by enforcement of discipline 
among the young than by encouraging 
them to avoid those restraints which spell 
good manners. It is one thing, of course, to 
be craven and cowardly and quite another 
thing to mingle with one's fellows, and es- 
'pecially one's elders, on the basis of re- 
spect for the ordinary courtesies of life.

BORAH, ROOSEVELT WILL WIN IDAHO 
pOISE, IDAHO —Senator Bill Borah, 


electioneering for votes in his home bail- 


iwick, is a sight for the gods of politics to 
see. 


The veteran statesman is as masterful on 


the hustings as he is in debate on the Sen- 
ate floor. His technique is quite different, 
but the effect is the same. Borah wows 'em 
—and how. 


Actually Borah's political life is in no 


danger. Governor Ben Ross, his Democra- 
tic opponent, who looked like he might 
have Borah over a barrel earlier in the 
campaign has petered out as a giant killer. 
He will draw some support from conserva- 
tive Republicans, sore at Borah for his re- 
fusal to declare for Landon. But his gain 
is more than offset by Borah's heavy in- 
roads on Ross's Democratic strength. 


Borah always has garnered a large per- 


centage of Democratic votes. This year it 
will be even greater; first, because of his 
friendliness to the Administration; sec- 
ond, because of Ross's unpopularity with 
the rank-and-f ile of Idaho Democrats. They 
are a very liberal element and hotly pro- 
Roosevelt. Ross, while professing to be a 
friend of the Administration, has made 
numerous passes at New Deal activities. 


This covert hostility has offened many 


Idaho Democrats, and their resentment is 
so strong that they very nearly bumped off 
Ross in the primary. Running against an 
obscure country lawyer, Ross squeezed 
through by only a few thousand votes. 


The Auditor General of Pennsylvania 


has held up a bill for $1,150 from a radio 
station for broadcasting a political oration 
delivered by His Honor, the Governor. He's 
probably ti-ying to discover whether the 
ethereal masterpiece was given the air 
before or after His Honor was stung 27 


EASY RE-ELECTION 


Borah will be re-elected by a wide mar- 


gin. Hia will lead all candidates, including 
Roosevelt, who will not poll the majority 
against Governor Landon that he did 
against Hoover in 1932 but will win just 
the same. 


Idaho will go for Borah and Roosevelt in 


November, with the former topping the 
President's ballot by fifteen or twenty 
thousand. 


Although safely in the lead, Borah is 


taking-no chances. He is stumping the vast 
State from end to end, speaking practically 
every day. Attired in an old brown suit and 
traveling in a low-priced car, he is canvas- 
sing the hills and the valleys, shaking 
hands, renewing old acquaintances and 
enthralling the home-folks with the wiz- 
ardy of his oratory. 


One must come to Idaho really to ap- 


preciate the powerful hold Borah has on 
his electorate. 


They grumble about him at times and 


question him sharply at his meetings. But 
at heart they are inordinately proud of 
him, as much as they are of their potatoes, 
their peaches and their apples. In other 
states, Senators are vague, remote figui-es. 
In Idaho, Borah is a househald institution, 
a prized home product. 


Idahoans love to hear what a big shot 


he is, and the local celebrities who intro- 
duce him at his meetings invariably stress 
this—to the great delight of the audience. 


Now it can be told. Mussolini was "in-

All the Healthful Foods in Mother's Diet

But ordinarily, under normal con- 


ditions, no special diet ia usually 
advised. There was an old saying 
that the prospective mother should 
eat for two, but this is a false doc- 
trine, and is liable to result hi an 
uncomfortable amount of obesity 
after the birth, also possibly an 
unduly heavy baby. It is true that 
she should try to increase the cal- 
cium in her ordinary diet, for there 
'is a heavy calcium drain at this 
time, and-the mother's teeth may 
be attacked in Nature's effort to 
get enough calcium to form the 
baby's bones. But calcium is easily 
supplied 
milk. 


by providing for extra 


The diet for the expectant moth- 


er should include all the food ele- 
ments, just as any ordinary healthy 
diet should. It should have fresh 
fruits and fruit juices, vegetables, 
milk, eggs, meat, bread, etc. There 
should be, as in a normal diet, 
enough of the accessory food fac- 
tors, the vitamins as found in 
yeast, butter, cream, orange and 
tomato juice, and eggs. There 
should be, as in a normal diet, 
enough roughage. 


Suggested Diet 


The diet advised by one of the 


best of the little booklets written 
by reliable members of the medical 
profession on the subject is as fol- 
lows : 


'We suggest a diet as follows, 


.vith no intention that it includes 
everything permissible or that it 
s all necessary, but that it is suf- 
ficient. 
Selections may be made 


from it with safety. 


"Fluids: Any kind, freely. 
'. 


"Raw foods: Milk, cream, butter, 


oranges, bananas. 


Bread and cereal free from bran. 
'Meats: Any kind: Steaks, chops, 


roast meats, fowl, bacon, eggs, 
cheese. 


"Fruits: Cooked fruit of any 


kind. As much of the peeling as 
possible should be removed.- Add 
sugar if desired. 


"Vegetables: Potatoes, tomatoes, 


peas, beans, corn. Cook all thor- 
oughly. All of the coarser vege- 
tables should have the peeling and 
the fiber removed aa much as pos- 
sible, and should be thoroughly 
cooked if they are used." 


The hygienic considerations at 


this time are for suitable support 
for the breasts and abdomen. There 
are many factors which influence 
the amount of milk which the 
mother will give, the most import- 
ant of which is probably the indi- 
vidual nature of the gland: it is a 
common 
observation that 
th» 


breast of one aide gives more than 
the other. Some degree of prenatal 
care, however, determines It, espe- 
cially if there Is cracking or in- 
crustation of the nipples. Daily 
washing with soap and water and 
protection against pressure are 
sufficient precautions to be taken, 
After nursing has begun, of course, 
very especial attention is required 
in the way of additional cleanliness 
and support. 


A special corset is much more 


comfortable in that it gives good 
support to the abdomen. It is 
especially valuable during the sec- 
ond and third pregnancy, when the 
abdominal muscles tend to sag. 


The question of exercise is again 


an individual decision. Some wom- 
en have stayed in bed during the 
entire period, and had an easy da- 
livery. Lately there is a vogue for 
exercise after delivery—walking on 
all fours, the monkey crawl, and so 
forth. However, these are not uni- 
versally advised by all physicians.
